no longer members, eight were 
accused but never convicted, 26 
had police records before they 
were elected to union office, 
and 13 had recirds after taking 
office. 

Hoffa said the 13 were now 
being reviewed by the union 
for possible action. 

Ives commended Hoffa for 
for the strides he had made, 
but told him, “I don’t think 
you've gone the whole route.” 

Hoffa, commenting that 
“only kids are tough, 
did not propose to remove 
people from office but thought 
they would resign if the cir- 
cumstances warranted. 


The union president said “I 
have done more to correct the 
situation” since elected union 
president last fall than any of 
his predecessors had done in 
the history of the Teamsters 

Talking About a Handful 


Hoffa also said it clearly ap- 
peared the committee was

ficers out of more than 3,000.” 

The Hoffa-Ives exchange 
came after committee counsei 
Robert F. Kennedy had ques- 
tioned Hoffa about his rela- 
tionship with Nate Stein, Los 
Angeles public relations man 
who represents a Las Vegas, 
Nev. gambling casino. 

Hoffa said he knew nothing

and that he did not know any- 
thing about Stein’s connection 
with it.

RABAT, Sept. 15 — The 
United States has agreed to 
the “principle” of progressive 
evacuation of its important 
military installations in Moroc- 
co, according to authoritative 
Moroccan sources. 

The latest proposals from 
Washington are “a great step 
ahead” toward a solution of 
the base problem, a Moroccan 
official commented. He said he 


hoped an agreement -on the 
timing of the evacuation would 
be reached soon. 

Although Moroccan govern- 
ment sources privately ex- 
pressed satisfaction that the 
United States had agreed to 
the principle of evacuation of 
the five bases, Ambassador 
Charles Woodruff Yost said the 
United States - Moroccan talks 
on the bases were still in “a 
fluid state” and that no “de- 
cisive step” had been taken. 

Moroccan authorities have 
disclosed the contents of the 
United States answer to a 
Moroccan request for evacua- 
tion of foreign troops, but 
Moroccan sourees said that 
what remained to be deter- 
mined was how and when the 
withdrawal would take place. 

United States Embassy offi- 
cials still refuse to say whether 
Yost gave the Moroccan Pre- 
mier a specific reply to the 
Moroccan demands at a meet- 
ing last Wednesday. 

This reticence on the nego- 
tiations was explained by quali- 
fied sources as concern over 
French ill-feeling should Wash- 
ington agree to evacuate the 
bases. France has begun to 
withdraw ground troops from 
Morocco, but is determined to 
maintain at least four military 
bases here as well as the Bi- 
zerte base in Tunisia 

A United States agreement 
in principle to total evacuation 
would set a precedent for 
France and Spain. Each has 
about 30,000 troops here 

The bases have been a thorn 
in United States-Moroccan re- 
lations since Morocco won in- 
dependence 30 months ago. 
The American bases were es- 
tablished here under the 
French protectorate by agree; 
ment between Washington and 
Paris without the consent of 
the Moroccan monarch. 

Some well-informed Ameri- 
can observers fear the United 
States evacuation proposal may 
have come too late. Six months 
ago the Moroccan government 


could have accepted an agree- 
ment for progressive evacua- 
tion requiring 10 to 20 years,

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Arrival of the Jets 


The age of the jet airliner is about to be- 
gin in the United States and over the Atlantic. 
The four-engined, 165-passenger Boeing 707 
will be flown from coast to coast by American 
Airlines around the first of the year and 
across the Atlantic about Nov. 1 by Pan Amer- 
ican World Airways. The contest for the 
blue riband of the Atlantic airways should 
be an exciting one. 

Already the yivalry is marked. British 
Overseas Airways Corporation says it will 
provide the first jet service over the Atlantic. 
Its famous Comet IV, which has made a real 
comeback after the two major disasters that 
befell Comet | four years ago, set a new rec- 
ord last August when it flew a test trip from 
New York to London in 6 hours and 16 min- 
utes at a speed of 538 miles an hour. Last 
week a Boeing 707, flying the other way, 
made the London-to-New York trip in 7 hours 
and 29 minutes. The prior record, held by a 
turbo-prop plane, was 9 hours and 32 minutes. 

The New York-Los Angeles hop will be 
made in five and a half hours, cutting three 
hours off the time of the 87-passenger DC-7 
propeller planes. But these new airliners 
which are going to save so much time are 
also going to cost twice as much as the planes 
they replace. They cost around $4,500,000 
and fly at close to 575 miles an hour whereas 
the present ones were purchased at $2,000,- 
000 and can fly at 350 miles an hour: 


The breath-taking potential of the jet air- 
liner js something to arouse confidence and 
pride in both Britain and the United States. 
But it should not be forgotten that Soviet 
Russia has for two years been operating jet 
airliners and is reported to have a fleet of 40 
in service. Moscow simply modified the jet 
bomber into a civil transport. 

There are problems that come automatical- 
lv with the jet. More airfields and enlarged 
ones are badly needed. St. Louis is lucky in 
that it is one of three American cities with a 
runway long and strong enough for any jet 
airliner. New flying techniques will come. 
There will be the task of bringing in or tak- 
ing off a swift jet through a flock ’of slow 
piston craft milling about an airport. 


What will become of the 700 to 1000 piston- 
powered airliners that jet and turbo jet planes 
are now about to replace? The market for 
second-hand planes, which two years ago 
commanded a premium, is reported likely to 
be depressed considerably. 

With the coming of the jets the air lines 
think they should be in an even stronger po- 
sition to press their case for a fare increase 
before the Civil Aeronautics Board. Yet the 
CAB has just served notice that it is not ready 
to consider a fare increase and says. the jets 
should permit great economy of operation. 
There is some turbulent weather—as well as 
fair—ahead for the jet airliner. 


Service of the Yukon 

Robert W. Service was not a poet, and 
knew it: he was not a sourdough, though he 
wrote as one; and in his last years, when 
the Yukon he sang, and all Alaska, finally 
came into its own, he was not even an Alas- 
kan, but an expatriate in France. And though 
he wrote verses three-quarters of a century 
from the time he was 10, some 2000 pieces 
in all, he is remembered for only one, “The 
Shooting of Dan McGrew.” From it alone he 
made half a million dollars. 

This English banker and son of a banker 
who had wanted to be either a cowboy or 
a hobo, and tried them both without success, 
lived a strange life, and not the least strange 
part of it was that he ever came to public no- 
tice. His talents were mediocre. There is 
nothing of the poetic or of the musical in his 
verses. Many another man who was closer to 
being a poet than he has lived and died to 
fortune and to fame unknown. One thing only 
he had: a little boy’s romantic dream of the 
Yukon, where only those survived who were 
—as Service himself outstandingly was not— 
“strong for the red rage of battle.” That im- 
mature illusion of the superman drove him 
to his prodigious output of raw-meat verse. 

If Service were little of anything as a poet, 
he was a good deal of something as an author 
of Americana. As long as there are men who 
like to read verse with a bottle of whisky at 
their elbow, there will probably be plenty of 
battered old copies of “The Spell of the 
Yukon” and “Ballads of a Cheechako,” and 
new ones rolling off the press. 


Bell-Ringing for Dollars 


A Republican is pretty sure to ring your 
door-bell‘today or some day before Sept. 24, 
and ask for a $1 campaign contribution. Dem- 
ocrats, no doubt, will keep their bill-folds in 
their pockets. But they will have an oppor- 
tunity a little later to respond to a similar 
appeal from their party. 

These drives are intended to get rid of 
some of the abuses involved in the high cost 
of running for publie office. They are in line 
with former President Truman's statement 
that “the broadest possibile participation in 
politics by our citizens is vital,” and that this 
should include “financially supporting the 
party of one’s choice.” This, he says, would 
assure a “government beholden not to a few 
special interests but to all.” And former 
President Hoover says: “I agree completely 
with former President Truman that the con- 
tributions to political parties and candidates’ 
campaigns should be broadened.” 

By themselves, small contributions from 
many voters may not stop offers of big gifts 
from those with axes to grind. Yet until 
Congress is convinced that the many are 
ready to support campaigns, it will hesitate 
to shut off the old sources of funds. Most 
candidates do not like the thought that cam- 
paign contributors may turn out to be favor- 
seekers after election day. But modern elec- 
tioneering is too expensive to be defrayed by 
the candidates themselves. They would be 
happy if they only had to say a word of 
thanks to “the many, many persons who have 
financed this campaign.” 

This year offers an opportunity to demon- 
strate that citizens are ready to give a dollar 
as well as a vote, to show that the parties 
need not depend for the financing of the 
next presidential campaign on a system under 
which 1 per cent of the people pay 90 per 
cent of the bill. 

This is a temptation to corruption, but the 
99 per cent of the citizenry can end it by 
giving $l1—or even $5. Such gifts are not 
the price paid for special favors. Like votes, 
they indicate a genuine interest in principles, 
issues and candidates. So we hope the Re- 
publican door-bell ringers get a good re- 
sponse. And the best of luck, too, to the 
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Democrats in their appeal. We hope they 
learn that the elections of the people can be 
financed by the people. 


Asin the Tachens 


The talks with Communist China which 
began today in Warsaw do not enjoy the best 
of prospects. For one thing, the history of 
similar ambassadorial conversations § since 
the last Formosa crisis in 1955 is not too 
happy. Except for arranging the release of 
some Americans held in China, they accom- 
plished nothing, and finally became an empty 
ritual. 

The resumed talks labor under the further 
handicaps of Peiping injransigence and a 
matching inflexibility on the part of the 
Eisenhower Administration. While urgently 
calling for talks, the Administration has given 
no sign that it is ready to consider the 
changes in policy that might make negotia- 
tion meaningful. Successful negotiation is 
not encouraged by unreservedly committing 
our government to the interests of Chiang 
Kai-shek and loudly declaiming against ‘‘ap- 
peasement.” 

The Administration has played the China 
lobby’s game so fully in this respect that it 
will find any agreement on Quemoy and 
Matsu subject to denunciation by Chiang and 
his American friends as “appeasement.” Yet 
the situation of Quemoy and Matsu is almost 
identical with that of the Tachen islands, 
which Chiang also occupied at one time. 

In February 1955 the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, after Congress had given it a free 
hand by passing the Formosa resolution, per- 
suaded Chiang Kai-shek to evacuate the 
Tachens rather than invite Communist attack. 
The Tachens, like Quemoy and Matsu, are 
essentially coastal islands having more re- 
lation to the mainland than to Formosa. 

Chiang, bowing to Washington pressure as 
he had to, got out of the Tachens. Was that 
appeasement? Most Americans will describe 
it rather as good sense. And the same de- 
scription fits the application of the same prin- 
ciplés at Quemoy and Matsu. Chiang. Kai- 
shek’s troops have no right to occupy these 
coastal islands and the United States has no 
right to help him do so. And as the case of 
the Tachens showed, the United States has 
the power and influence to get Chiang out 
of Quemoy if its leaders decide to do it. 
May the Warsaw talks open the door to that 
decision. 


A Somewhat Memorable Day 


What would happen to anybody who spent 
these 24 hours—right to midnight—without 
being aware that this is Felt Hat Day, we sim- 
ply do not know. Perhaps nothing which 
would not happen even if he did have this 
exotic bit of information. But we take no 
chances; so we spread the word. 

How the day is to be celebrated we cannot 
say. No parades, mass meetings or special 
events seem to have been scheduled. Nor 
have we heard of any proclamations suited 
to the occasion. But for this we can take no 
more responsibility than for the fact that, 
since it still is summer, many a man may 
wear a straw hat or none at all. 

But it may be our responsibility today to 
say that there are just 100 days left before 
Christmas. 


All Quiet on the School Front 


All was calm at Central High School and 
the three other high schools in Little Rock. 
There was no disorder at Front Royal, Va., 
where the Warren county high school was 
also scheduled to open. But it was the quiet 
of places without life. No students came to 
attend classes. The teachers were being paid 
and nominally were on duty but they did not 
go to the schools either. 

By order of Gov. Faubus, the Little Rock 
high schools were closed under a new state 
law. Virginia's “massive resistance” weapon, 
applied by Gov. Almond, closed the school 
at Front Royal. Whatever else may be said 
about the situation, the states of Arkansas 
and Virginia were not providing free public 
education to all their boys and girls. Public 
education had broken down. 

How long will the people of those com- 
munities allow this breakdown to continue? 
How long will they permit their children to 
be deprived of the benefits of education to 
which they are entitled? Every day of school 
not held is a day lost. It cannot be adequately 
made up. Yet no one seems to know what 
is to be done next. What a spectacle for the 
United States to present to the world! 


Clogged Bridges 


If a robber stole $50 from a store in East 
St. Louis and escaped in a lavender automo- 
bile over one of the bridges into Missouri, East 
St. Louis and St. Louis police would soon be 
in communication about that lavender car. 

But there seems to be no communication 
whatever between East St. Louis and St. Louis 
on traffic congestion until a tieup backs traf- 
fic all the way across one or more of the 
bridges. A consequence is that a truck break- 
down or a traffic-signal failure at the east 
end of a bridge can congest traffic in St. 
Lowis to Twelfth boulevard. 

Is it not possible to exchange information 
about such situations and reroute at least 
some of the traffic accordingly? Traffic flow 
has been much improved in downtown St. 
Louis. The improvement ought to be pro- 
tected against externally induced congestion. 


The Bar for the Point System 


The Board of Governors of the Missouri 
Bar has recommended use of a point system 
for suspending or revoking state drivers’ li- 
censes. Months ago the Automobile Club of 
Missouri suggested a point system. The pro- 
posal has now won support from two groups 
which are concerned with law and with traf- 
fic, and ought to be considered by the Mis- 
souri Legislature. 

Under the point system, various moving 
traffic offenses are assigned demerits in ac- 
cordance with the seriousness of the viola- 
tion. If a driver accumulates a sufficient num- 
ber of violations, the state suspends or re- 
vokes his license to drive. The point system 
is an effort to keep drivers off the road when 
they prove that they are reckless in repeated 
offenses, or in one serious offense. But it 
can reduce the possibility of license suspen- 
sion for one lesser offense. 

The fairness and effectiveness of this sys- 
tem depend largely on the point schedule 
adopted. For evidence of this Missouri's leg- 
islators can turn to several other states which 
have pioneered in using the system.

LABOR AND THE NEW DEAL. Edit 
ed by Milton Derber and Edwin 
Young. (University: of Wisconsin 
Press, 393 pgs., $6.) 


This volume, a collection of 10 
essays by 12 authors, is the first 
major work to analyze the influences 
of the New Deal on American labor 
institutions and to interpret the re- 
lationship of that period to the rest 
of American labor history. The au- 
thors bring impressive scholarship, 
and, ‘particularly in the case of Ed- 
win Witte, extensive personal expe- 
rience in the New Deal to bear on 
the problem. Their essays deal top- 
ically and fairly evenly with a wide 
range of issues (such as origins of 
the CIO; growth statistics: influences 
of labor legislation: social security; 
management policies, etc.) 


What do present-day labor insti- 
tutions owe to the New Deal? Their 
rate of growth, and in part, their 
form, but not their basic character. 
The authors seem agreed that prob- 
ably no comparable period in the 
history of American labor was as in- 
fluential on present-day labor rela- 
tions and institutions as was the 
New Deal.. But they are also con- 
vinced that the basic character of 
the American labor movement was 
established long before the 1930's. 
Without rigid class lines to make 
them homogeneous, American un- 
ions have always had organizing as 
their number one problem, and 
pragmatic aims as their number one 
policy. 

Thus the authors conclude that 
while the New Deal did much to en- 
courage the growth of unions and 
to influence the legal and social cli- 
mate within which they operate, it 
did not alter their fundamental 
character.

GOTHENBURG, Sweden. 
Sept. 15 (UPI) —Sweden’s 
Ingemar Johansson, fresh from 


a sensational first-round knock- 
out over American Eddie Ma- 
chen, challenged today for the 
world’s heavyweight crown. 
“I'm ready now,” said the 
European champion—Sweden’s 
new national hero and perhaps 
Europe's greatest heavyweight 
since Max Schmeling. “I want 
to go to the United States and 
fight Floyd Patterson for the 
world title as soon as possible.” 
At least two independent 
American promoters — Bill 
Rosensohn and Emil Lence— 
began negotiating to match the 
Gothenburg slugger for a “mil- 
lion-dollar fight’ with Patter- 


son in the United States next 
June. 

And the International Box- 
ing Club wanted a return 
Johansson-Machen fight at 
Chicago. But Ingemar and 
Manager Edvin Ahlquist in- 


sisted today there was no re- 
turn contract. 

Sweden was still celebrating 
Johansson’s amazing victory 
last night before a _ record 
Scandinavian crowd of 55.000 
at the Ullevi Football Stadium 

Ingemar’s triumph was ex- 
pected to deal a knockout blow 
to the anti-boxing campaign in 
Sweden, where the crusade had 
attained such strength that the 
state-owned radio banned all 
boxing news from its sound 
and television programs.

Polo Show Packs 
High Horsepower

Many St. Louisans got their first glimpse of polo yester- 
day, and the chief concern of the players, iust as it might 
have been the No. 1 question of the Veiled Prophet of Khoras- 
san when he first paraded in St. Louis some eight decades 
before, was: “How do you think they liked it?” 


The query was a difficult 
one to answer.

Then, all at once, the worst 
was over. The economy 
bounced up like a golf ball. 
Optimism rose in a geometric 
ratio. Today, business men and 
labor leaders seem to take for 
granted that the pace will con- 
tinue, that the country is set 
for another round of industrial 
expansion and wage and price 
increases. Wall Streeters as- 
sume that as production rises 
so will corporate profits. This 
explains the strength in stocks 
—the makinng of new highs by 
many issues day after day. 

Sharp- penciled investors 
are careful to note that cor- 
porations today are paying 
out 80 per cent of their earn- 
ings in dividends. That’s a 
high percentage. Historical- 
ly, 60 per cent is all in- 
vestors can expect, 

Consider International Har- 
vestor as an example. It pavs 
$2 a share in annual dividends 
It's selling around 38. So it 
vields better than 5 per cent. 
But earnings in the first nine 
months were only $1.81, versus 
$1.95 last year. The company 
seems able to continue the 
dividend; but it isn't likely to 
raise it in the near future, 
even if earnings increase. The 
large percentage payout acts 
as a ceiling. 

For many companies; profits 
will have to rise considerably 
before they are translated into 
higher returns to stockholders. 
And when Sears, Roebuck & 
Co. offers a double A deben- 
ture to return 4%4 per cent, it 
could be that industrial stocks. 
selling to yield only 3.6 per 
cent, are over-aureated. Don't 
forget, the Federal Reserve 
Board is fighting inflation. 
That makes the market vul- 
nerabie.

Chicken of Tomorrow. 

One broiler-frver, two and 
one-half to three pounds, cut 
up 

One cup fine dry bread 
crumbs (not toasted or brown). 

One-third cup grated Par- 
mesan or Romano cheese 

One-fourth cup minced pars- 
ley. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon ground 


One and one-half sticks 
(three-fourths cup) butter or 
margarine, melted. 

One-half clove garlic (if 
large), crushed. 

Blend bread crumbs, cheese, 
parsley, salt and pepper. Com- 
bine melted butter and garlic.

Two apples, washed, : cored 
and diced. 

One cup water. 

Two chicken bouillon cubes. 

One-half cup raisins. 

One tablespoon curry pow- 
der. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon powered gin- 
ger. 


One-half teaspoon powdered 
cloves 

One-half teaspoon black pep- 
per 

Six cardamon seeds, shelled. 

One tablespoon flour. 

Two cups liquefied instant 
noniat dry milk 

Heat one-fourth cup of the 
Olive oil in skillet: saute chick- 
en until golden brown on both 
sides. Remove from: skillet 
Add remaining olive oil, onions 
and apples; saute until onions 
are tender 

Add water, bouillon cubes.

These modern stewing hens, 
mothers of the exceptionally 
tender -meated broiler - fryers, 
are now known as ,‘bro-hens.”

“fowl” of days gone by: they 
are faster cooking, and have a 
large proportion of meat to 
bone, which means they are a 
thrifty menu item 

They cook beautifully in the 
moist heal necessary to make 
a good fricassee dish: pan 
brown first in a small amount 
of fat, then simmer slowly in 
a low level of liquid. The rich 
juices will give plenty of that 
gravy that is so delicious with 
rice, hot biscuits or noodles 

Here are two ways to pre- 
pare chicken fricassee.

The traditional chicken salad 
recipe uses mayonnaise, celery, 
salt and pepper but for a change 
you can add to this basic mix- 
ture onions, olives, slivered 
almonds, watercress, or fruit 

There are endless ways in 
which to vary the manner in 
which the salad is served, too 
It may be an honest-to-good- 
ness salad on lettuce leaves 
Add a little curry powder, and 
use the salad mixture to fill 
avocado halves. Or cut a cu- 
cumber in half horizontally, 


> mix the scooved-out cucumber 


with the chicken salad and re- 
stuff the boat-chaped shell with 
the mixture. Tomatoes stuffed 
with chicken salad are estab- 
lished favorites: toasted frank- 
furter rolls make an interesting

The technique for making 
chicken salad couldn't be sim- 
pler.

A Foolproof Way 
Of Making Money 


PARIS, Sept. 15. 

IN THESE TIMES of stress and strain, everyone 
is trying to find ways of making some extra money. It 
wasn't until we went to London last week that we dis- 
covered a sure-fire method of increasing our income. As 
a public service, we're 
passing it on to our 
readers. 

The credit for the idea 
does not rest with us, but 
with our wife, whom we 
took along with us. Up 
until recently our wife 
showed no great aptitude 
where financial matters 
were concerned, but in 
London she suddenly be- 
came a fiscal genius and, 
in less than a week, 
through her investments, 
we made 250 pounds 
($700) and would prob- 
ably have made a lot 
more if we hadn't had 
to return to Paris. 

What makes the sys- 
tem foolproof is that it 
can be worked in any 
country in the world 
and. while it requires some capital, there is no possible 
way of losing 

Here is how it works 

The first day our wife was in London she went to 
Fortnum and Mason, the department store, and bought 
a pair of shoes for 10 pounds ($28). When she brought 
them home and showed them to us, she was very excited.

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same shoes in Paris would cost $35. 


The second day was even better. Inspired by 
her saving, she went out and bought two dresses 
for $90 (We'll keep this thing in dollars 
from now on to make it simpler.) 

“If I bought these dresses in Paris they would 
cost me $200 each.” 

“We've made $110 on each dress,” we said 
breathlessly. 

“Not exactly,” she replied. “T'll have to have 
some alterations on them when I get back.”

“How much worth?” 
“Perhaps $20 on each dress 
“Then we've cleared $180." we said, kissing her. 
“You're only been here two days and we're $187 to the 
g00g.” 
“You're not mad?” she asked. 
I've been spending money 


“How could I be mad? 
and you've been making _it.” 

She seemed very pleased. 

The third day was the best one! Our wife bought 
coats for the children for $60, which would have cost 
$100 in the United States. She also bought toys in Lon- 
don for $30 which, if duplicated in Paris, would have 

cost $50 Leggings, dresses for the girls, a sports coat 

for the boy, sweaters for everyone, including the nurse, 
and a cocktail table which was priced at $110 (but would 
have cost $210 in France) netted us a profit of $100. 

But her best purchase was a set of spode china from 
a store called Gerard, in Piccadilly. The set cost $300 
in London, but in Paris at the Flea Market it was selling, 
according to our wife, for $550 without the packing 
charges. We had made $250 on the china alone. 

There was nothing to do but go out that night and 
celebrate. 


Because of the celebration, our wife didn't 
get out until noon, so her profits for the fourth 
day were low. A raincoat that sells in London for 
$45 was advertised in the New Yorker for $60. 
Two Eighteenth Century chairs at Liberty's, on 
Regent street, brought us an $80 profit, as they 
couldn't be duplicated “anywhere for twice the 
money.” 


The next two days we made money hand over first. 
Each package delivered to the Savoy Hotel netted us a 
profit. If the stores hadn't been closed on Saturday after- 
noon and Sunday, we would have saved at least $200 more. 
But, as we pointed out to our wife, there was no sense in 
being greedy. 

The best part of the deal is that we checked with 
the tax experts at the American Embassy and they said 
the $700 our wife made in London was tax-free. The rea- 
son this money was tax-free, we understood, was because 
it was an incentive for women everywhere to buy more. 


But there was only one hitch. You can’t take more 
than 10 pounds out of England, so we had to spend in 
London 240 pounds of the money we saved. 

Our wife didn't seem to mind. “I'd rather spend the 
money,” she said, “than let it gather dust in some dirty 
old bank.”

Homicide a la Hitchcock 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15. 

ALFRED HITCHCOCK, a 
short, stoutish and immensely 
imperious figure, was the cyno- 
sure of all eyes as he crossed 
the Oak Room of the St. Regis. 
I doubt that even AvaBaardner 
would attract so much atten- 
tion. The only other person I 
can remember who monopolized 
a room that way was the late 
Alexander Woollcott and for 
the same reason, a girth and 
general outline of commanding 
importance 

Since he'd been on television, 
the problem of recognition, he 
admitted, had become acute. 
“It's really incredible. It's im- 
possible for me to get about 
anywhere in the world. In 
Japan, I can barely move,” he 
said. 

He is in town to shoot scenes 
for his movie “North by North- 
west” starring Cary Grant and 
he'd just finished directing a 
scene on Madison avenue. An 
operative of the ad agency 
spoke up: “I looked all over 
Madison avenue for you. I 
couldn't find you.” 

“I was hiding out,” said Mr. 
Hitchcock, pleased as a cherub. 

“I couldn't find the camera 
either.” 

“That was hiding out, too. We 
have to be careful shootiing 
crowd scenes. People who have 
active lawyers always want to 
sue for invasion of privacy if 
they should accidentally get 
their faces up there on the 
screen. We have to put in 
hundreds of extras, to cover 
anyone who might get into a 
scene unknowingly.” 


Horror pictures are getting 
very big even on televison 
and I asked Mr. Hitchcock if 
he felt responsibility for get- 
ting this trend under way.

Notes on Storm Sash 


HEAT CAN FIND a good 
many ways to get out of your 
house during cold weather and 
one of its favorite tricks is 
to pass through window glass. 
A pane of ordinary glass will 
conduct heat from inside to 
outside in just the same man- 
ner as a spoon set into a cup 
of hot coffee will conduct the 
heat from the coffee into the 
air around the handle of the 
spoon or maybe to your hand 
holding the spoon. 


As most homes have a good 


many square feet of window 


glass, it's obvious that they can 
be responsible for a good deal 
of heat loss. One way to reduce 
this loss is through the instal- 


lation of a storm sash. When a

storm sash is installed either 
on the inside or outside of the 
regular window, an air space 
is formed between the two 
pieces of glass. This .air space 
acts as insulation and reduces 
considerably the amount of 
heat lost through the window 
by conduction. 


For large picture windows, 
storm sashes are not always 
practical but often special! in- 
sulating glass is used for these 
windows rather than ordinary 
plate glass. Insulating glass 
actually consists of two pieces 
of glass set a distance apart 
and sealed together along the 
edges. There is an air space be- 
tween the two. glass surfaces 
and this acts to reduce heat
